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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues one of ordinary skill in the art 
would recognize that a base member that includes at least three non-air-permeable layers (a hot melt film plus a polyamide film plus a 
thermoplastic resin base) would likewise be a non-air-permeable base member. Thus, the specification does describe a "non-air- 
permeable" base member. The examiner agrees that because the base member includes a hot melt film (which the art recognizes as 
non-air-permeable) one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize the base member is non-air-permeable, and thus, the 35 (JSC 112 first 
paragraph rejection of the language "the base member being non-air-permeable" is withdrawn. Applicant further argues the method 
teaches that base member and top cover member clamps are affixed to the sides of each respective member. One of ordinary skill in the 
art would recognize that these clannps eliminate air flow through the sides of the laminate. It is noted the clamps are placed on each 
individual member, and as such the clamps have a clamp-to-clamp interface wherein it would be possible for air to escape. Thus, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not recognize that the dampls eliminiate air flow through the sides of the laminate, and the 35 USC 112 first 
paragraph rejection of the language "discharging air between the top cover member having the laminated hot melt adhesive in the pattern 
and the base member having the laminated film of hot melt adhesive only through the hot melt adhesive in the pattern" is maintained. 
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
